“It was the awfulest 
sound I have ever heard,” 
was the way a local store 
owner described the 
sound of two employees 
and himself being hit by 
a car in the store’s park¬ 
ing lot. 

A bizarre chain of 
events at a popular 
convenience store last 
Saturday afternoon in 
Clay City led to three 
people being injured 
after being hit by a car. 
The driver and two pas¬ 
sengers were later found 
in Montgomery County 
as two victims were 
flown to the UK Medical 
Center. 

The events started just 
after 4:30 p.m. That is 
when witnesses said that 
three men entered the 
EZ Stop Food Mart on 
the corner of Main Street 
and Black Creek Road. 
The men later identi¬ 
fied as Jarrod Fugate, 
19, Anthony Romans, 24, 
and Zachary Romans, 25,

all from Menifee County, 
allegedly were loud and 
disruptive and went to 
the store’s back room 
where the restrooms are 
located. 

An owner of the store, 
Ben Barnett, 84, was in 
the men’s room after he 
had heard a loud thump 
come from the restroom. 
Apparently whoever had 
been in the area before 
Barnett entered it had 
knocked the toilet paper 
holder off the wall. 

While Barnett was 
in there the three men 
approached and accord¬ 


ing to a video tape, alleg¬ 
edly shows one of the 
Romans boys kicked 
the door a few times. 
Barnett exits the room 
and appears to tell the 
men to leave the store. 


“I asked who kicked the 
door and the one (Fugate) 
said it was not him and 
so did the one Romans 
boys,” Barnett said in 
an exclusive interview 
with the Times. “The big 


one looked at me and 
said something then was 
heading toward the wom¬ 
en’s room and I told him

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Convicted

The longest-run¬ 
ning death row case in 
Kentucky is still just that 
- running on. Attorneys 
for Karu Gene White have 
filed an appeal to the 
Kentucky State Supreme 
Court following a ruling 
issued this past summer 
and last month. 

At question is should 
the state pay for a men¬ 
tal retardation evalua¬ 
tion if White is refusing 
to be evaluated by the 
Kentucky Corrections 
Psychiatric Center. 
Special Judge John David 
Caudill, of Floyd County, 
ruled that it “was not rea¬ 
sonably necessary for the 
defendant to be allotted 
state funds.” The court 
also ruled that his “fail¬ 
ure to cooperate” in being 
evaluated by the state is 
a “waiver” to his claim. 

White, 54, was convict¬ 
ed in 1980 in the tri¬ 
ple slayings of Charles 
Gross, 75, his wife, Lula 
Gross, 74 and a friend 
of theirs, Sam Chaney, 
79. White and two accom¬ 
plices, minors at the time, 
robbed the store that the 
Gross family operated 
in Haddix in Breathitt 
County back in February 
of 1979. White was con¬ 
victed in the brutal beat¬ 
ing deaths of the three 
and taking approximate¬ 
ly $7,000. The beatings 
were so brutal that the 
three had to be buried in 
disaster bags, also known 
as body bags. 

The case was moved 
to Powell County for the 
trial. 

White’s case had been 
in several courtrooms 
over the years on vari¬ 
ous appeals. Before last 
May and a hearing held 
in Powell Circuit Court 
the last court was Fayette 


triple murderer appeals again 


Circuit Judge Gary D. 
Payne’s courtroom. At that 
hearing Kevin McNally 
and Margaret O’Donnell, 
attorneys for White, had 
made a motion to receive 
funds so that White could 
be evaluated for men¬ 
tal retardation. Though 
White was deemed com¬ 
petent back in 1980 to 
stand trial, the claim now 
is that he has had men¬ 
tal issues all of his life 
and under a 2002 U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling 
those who are considered 
to be mentally challenged 
cannot be executed. 

In court documents dat¬ 
ing back as far as 2000, 
White claims that he had 
been abused most of his 
life. One document stated 
that his mother, who was 
14 when she was preg¬ 
nant with White, was 
forced to drink alcohol. 
White also claimed that 
was given alcohol at the 
age of two and half. White 
and his attorneys are also 
claiming that he had a 
very low I.Q. and state 
that was found by testing 
given to White when he 
entered the prison sys¬ 
tem. 

Over the years White 
has raised questions 
about the length of time 
it has taken to implement 
the death penalty and the 
fact that he received the 
death penalty while his 
co-defendants did not. 
One co-defendant, Chuck 
Fisher, received immunity 
in exchange for testifying 
against White. The other, 
Tommy Bowling was sen¬ 
tenced to 140 years, but 
only served eight. 

According to press 
reports Bowling, who is 
now 52, is currently in a 
Florida prison after being 
convicted on nine counts 
of molestation and sexual 
battery of a child. He was 
sentenced to 20 years 
and could be eligible for

parole by 2025. 

Judge Payne retired 
in December 2011. The 
case had been dormant 
until this past May. 
The Associated Press 
reported in May that the 
Administrative Office of 
the Courts was unaware 
that there had been “a 
lapse” in the case. 

As Chief Judge of the 
Mountain Region, Judge 
Caudill appointed him¬ 
self to hear the case. 
Caudill listened to 
McNally, O’Donnell and 
AG attorney Susan Lenz 
bring him up to speed on 
the case. 

McNally adamantly 
argued against Payne’s 
earlier ruling that the 
Kentucky Corrections 
Psychiatric Center is a 
state agency because it 
has to share confidential 
information with others 
besides them and their 
client. 

Caudill questioned 
McNally as to whether or 
not he was stating that 
KCPC, which has been 
found in several case rul¬ 
ings, according to Caudill, 
is not considered a state 
agency could be trusted. 
McNally countered with 
he believed the confiden¬ 
tiality issues were also 
constitutional issues. 

Lenz stated for the court 
that the state believe 


that KCPC was qualified, 
as other courts had ruled 
over the years, to per¬ 
form the mental evalua¬ 
tions White would need. 
But McNally believes 
that their expert should 
have top billing and that 
KCPC could then join the 
process. 

Caudill asked if it would 
matter if he ruled that 
KCPC was capable and 
that funding for an expert 
following conviction was 
not a legal right. Experts 
are usually used in pre¬ 
sentence impact reports 
or trials, but not in cases 
where a conviction has 
already occurred, accord¬ 
ing to Caudill. Caudill 
stated that he had infor¬ 
mation that McNally has 
instructed White not to 
cooperate with KCPC 
staff. McNally admitted 
that he had told his cli¬ 
ent that. 

The attorneys met with 
Caudill again this past 
summer and on July 29 
Caudill issued the order 
denying the allotment of 
funds. It also stated that 
White should be evalu¬ 
ated by KCPC. White’s 
attorneys filed a motion 
for a protective order to 
stop the evaluation and 
indicated they would once 
again advise White not to 
cooperate. 

On Oct. 29 Judge 
Caudill issued another 
order stating that White’s 
refusal to cooperate basi¬ 
cally was like a “waiver 
of his mental retardation 
claim.” Caudill also ruled 
that his other motions be 
dismissed. 

McNally and O’Donnell 
filed the appeal to the 
state Supreme Court last 
Monday in Powell Circuit 
Court. There is no time¬ 
table as to when the case 
will be heard by the jus¬ 
tices.

While the economy may be showing 
signs of improvement, food banks across 
the nation continue to see unprece¬ 
dented need. Now, as a result of the 
November 1 cut to SNAP benefits, 47 
million Americans just saw a decrease 
in their monthly food assistance, and 
food banks are bracing for even higher 
need as more families turn to food banks 
more often to make up the shortfall. 

At the same time that demand 
increased, the cost of doing business for 
food banks increased in recent years, 
creating a perfect storm for hunger- 
relief charities. Grocery prices grew 7.4 
percent in the last two years, and gas 
prices rose 30.5 percent over that peri¬ 
od. Rising food and fuel make it harder 
for food banks to purchase and distrib¬ 
ute enough food for their clients. 

The fact that federal food bank support 
through The Emergency Food Assistance 
Program (TEFAP) also declined over 
this period has only made things hard¬ 
er for hunger-relief charities. At God’s 
Pantry Food Bank, we could not provide 
current levels of food assistance without 
support from TEFAP, which provides 
nutritious commodities for distribution 
through emergency feeding agencies. 

TEFAP commodities declined nearly 
30 percent in FY2011, leading to 40 to 
50 percent decline in TEFAP deliveries 
to food banks in 2012. While TEFAP 
deliveries were up in 2013, TEFAP is 
expected to decline again in 2014 by a 
projected 25 percent. Food banks also 
saw a cut to already meager TEFAP 
storage and distribution funding this 
year due to sequester cuts, resulting in 
fewer resources for transporting food to 
those in need. 

That is why we are so pleased that the 
House farm bill recognized the height¬ 
ened need at food banks nationwide by 
including an additional $300 million 
in TEFAP commodities. But welcome 


though it is, this increase is not enough 
to make up for the TEFAP declines we 
have experienced in recent years, let 
alone the increased demand that will be 
created by the cuts to SNAP included in 
the same bill. 

I doubt that our food bank will be 
able to meet the increased demand 
created by the SNAP cuts that just 
went into effect in November, but I can 
absolutely guarantee that we will not 
be able to meet the need if Congress 
goes through with additional cuts to 
the Supplemental Nutrition Assistance 
Program (SNAP) proposed in the farm 
bill. 

Together the enacted and proposed 
SNAP cuts would result in 3.4 billion 
lost meals for hungry families in 2014 
alone, which is more than the meal 
distribution of the entire network of 
Feeding America food banks nation¬ 
wide. Food banks would have to double 
our annual distribution to make up the 
lost SNAP benefits, and that is simply 
not possible. 

God’s Pantry Food Bank is doing its 
best to help struggling families in our 
community, but we cannot do it alone. 
We rely on the generous support of our 
many volunteers and donors, and we 
count on the federal government to do 
its part by funding critical programs 
like TEFAP and SNAP. 

This holiday, in addition to volun¬ 
teering and donations, there is another 
important way you can help needy fami¬ 
lies in our community. Tell our mem¬ 
bers of Congress to protect hunger-relief 
programs in the farm bill. Congress 
is expected to vote on a final farm bill 
before Christmas. The best gift we could 
make to needy families this holiday is to 
make sure food banks and SNAP have 
the resources to alleviate hunger all 
year long.

Enjoy Your 
Christmas Tree 

Many of us will still 
bring in a freshly cut 
Christmas tree to enjoy 
the rest of the month of 
December. We all realize 
that locally grown trees 
are the freshest, howev¬ 
er local Christmas tree 
sources are few and far 
between in this area now. 
In Kentucky you will 
be able to choose from 
Scots Pine, White Pine, 
Douglas fir and Norway 
Spruce. Firs and spruce 
trees may be more expen¬ 
sive than pines because 
they take longer to grow 
to the same heights. 

For all of my 54 years of 
life, I have had a cut tree 
in my home at Christmas. 
When I was young, I can 
remember going with my 
poor dad to the woods. 
We would usually go get 
our tree around the 21st 
or 22nd of December. We 
would go to a number 
of neighbor’s fields and 
fence rows looking for the 
perfect “Cedar” tree. For 
those who know about 
cedar trees, you will real¬ 
ize there are few perfect 
cedar trees. Many look 
yellow due to the sum¬ 
mer heat, and many, if 
not most, are forked and 
will divide in half when 
you cut them down. I can 
remember as a chubby 
child, being all wrapped 
up in coveralls and hoods 
and toboggans walking 
through the un-mowed 
fields which were filled 
with sawbriers, blackber¬ 
ry bushes and the worst, 
multi-flora rose bushes. 
The briars would cut you 
in half, even through 


your coveralls. I am sure 
that in some years, my 
Christmas pictures were 
horrible, because I was 
cut up so bad due to the 
briars. It probably looked 
like I had been in a fight 
with a wild cat some¬ 
where, and the wild cat 
won! 

But I will always 
remember my poor dad 
looking for the perfect 
tree. It could only be 6- 
7 feet tall and not too 
sparse, nor too small. It 
seemed we would look 
for hours, but he would 
always find one. I can 
see him now bringing 
that tree in now, proud of 
his accomplishment. He 
would never help deco¬ 
rate it-that was always 
Mom’s job. His job was 
completed now. He had 
performed his Christmas 
duty with honor. Only 
when I became a dad, 
did I realize the sacrifices 
he made for the Holidays 
and even more through 
the rest of the year. I do 
miss him at Christmas. 

When selecting your 
“perfect” tree this month 
make sure to check for 
freshness. Needles should 
be green and hard to 
break off. Tap the trunk 
of the tree on the ground. 
If there is a shower of 
falling green needles, 
that tree is too dry. 

Bring the tree home 
from the tree farm or 
retail lot and cut an addi¬ 
tional 1-2” off the base. 
This will allow the tree to 
be able to better absorb 
water once it is placed in 
the home. 

Set your tree in a stand 
which will hold approxi¬ 
mately one gallon of 
water. Place one cup of 
corn syrup plus 3 table¬ 
spoons of bleach. The 
syrup will keep the tree 
fresh, the bleach will keep 
the water from becoming 
slimy and foul smelling. 

Make sure to check the 
water every 3-5 days and 


replenish the water mix¬ 
ture. You will be amazed 
at how much the tree will 
drink the first few days 
inside your home. Also if 
the family cat finds com¬ 
fort under your tree, he 
or she may also decide 
that the tree water is an 
excellent place to get a 
drink as well. Trust me, I 
know this one from previ¬ 
ous experience. 

Place your tree away 
from cold air drafts and 
any heat source. Avoid 
areas near the fireplace, 
stoves or television. 

Use small twinkle 
lights that give off little 
amounts of heat. Always 
check chords for damage. 
Never use frayed chords 
on a live tree. Never leave 
your tree unattended. If 
you leave the house for 
any reason, make sure 
to turn off all lights. 
Nothing would be more 
sad than to have a house 
fire here at Christmas 
time, so make sure to 
take every precaution to 
make sure your tree is 
safe for the holidays. 

After the holidays are 
over, dispose of your tree 
in a responsible manner. 
Back in the woods, old 
trees can provide birds 
a home during the win¬ 
ter months. Trees placed 
in a pond or lake can 
also make great nesting 
sites for next spring’s fish 
crop. 

For those who may need 
an extra tree in the land¬ 
scape and still want a 
live tree, you can bring a 
live, balled and burlapped 
tree inside your home for 
Christmas as well. There 
are a few drawbacks to 
this type of tree however. 

Probably the worst 
drawback of a live tree 
would be the overall 
weight of the tree. Balled 
and burlapped trees 
can weigh in excess of 
a hundred pounds. Don’t 
spend your holiday in the 
emergency room, or go 
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around with a twisted 
back, because you lifted 
a big tree into the house. 
Live trees must also be 
placed in a tub or bucket 
of some type in order to 
be watered a little while 
in your home. This will 
also add to your overall 
tree weight, when drag¬ 
ging that tree back out¬ 
side. 

Also while doing the 
green thing having a live 
tree, make sure you real¬ 
ize you should only use 
the tree inside for no more 
than seven days. Most of 
us want a tree inside to 
enjoy for a longer period 
than that. Before bring¬ 
ing your tree inside, bring 
it to the garage or porch 
for a day to acclimate it. 
When you finally do bring 
it inside, place it in the 
coolest spot in the house, 
and adjust the thermo¬ 
stat to even somewhat 
cooler, (if you can stand 
it). 

Once the gifts are 
unwrapped and Santa 
has gone North for the 
year, bring your live tree 
back out on the porch 
or garage to acclimate it 
back to a cooler place. 
This year with tempera¬ 
tures already in the teens, 
trees may have a harder 
time to acclimate from a 
seventy degree tempera¬ 
ture to the teens. 

I really do not know 
what the odds are about 
keeping a live tree live 
back in the landscape, 
but outdoor temperature 
certainly will cause some 
concern. I would expect 
only 50% survival rate at 
best-but it may be worth 
a try. 

If bringing a live tree 
into the landscape, 
keep in mind where you 
want to place the tree. 
Look around and above. 
Nothing would be worse 
for the tree than to have 
the electric company cut 
it down in 10 years due 
to overhead wiring. If 
the ground is not frozen 
already, go ahead and dig 


your hole for the tree and 
cover it with a tarp to 
keep the water and snow 
out. 

Live trees are avail¬ 
able at most lawn and 
garden centers this time 
of year and do make a 
welcome addition to our 
home landscape. If it sur¬ 
vives, you and your kids 
or grand kids can deco¬ 
rate it for years to come 
and you can tell them you 
planted it in 2013. 

Whatever type of tree 
you use, whether it be a 
live or cut tree, of even a 
pre-lit artificial one, let 
the kids help, encourage 
them and include them in 
your holiday decorating. 
This will instill memories 
they will have for their 
lifetimes, and memories 
are what make Christmas 
special for us all. 


The Tree Thief 

One of the plants we 
will read and think of 
more during December is 
a plant called mistletoe. 
Mistletoe grows on many 
trees in central Kentucky 
and is more visible this 
time of year since the 
leaves have fallen. You 
will notice mistletoe on 
just about any type of tree, 
but especially walnut and 
oak trees. Mistletoe is a 
parasite, and the word lit¬ 
erally means “tree thief”. 
The plant extracts water, 
minerals and food from 
its host tree, just like any 
good parasite would do. 

Mistletoe has been 
used in holiday ceremo¬ 
nies and traditions for 
centuries. Its’ simple 
appearance and growth 
on other trees mystified 
people and lead people 
to believe the plant was 
magical and could ward 
off evil spirits. The Druids 
harvested mistletoe in a 
special service and hung 
the plant on their homes 
for good luck. The British 
hung a wreath of mistle¬ 
toe on the cow in their 
herd which had the first 
calf of the year, in order 


to bring good production 
to both the calf and the 
farmer for the upcoming 
year. 

Today, our modern-day 
mistletoe tradition likely 
originates with the myth¬ 
ological Norse goddess of 
love and beauty. This 
lady would live in the 
trees and would bestow 
a kiss on anyone walk¬ 
ing beneath. Today, when 
a couple meet under the 
mistletoe, tradition sug¬ 
gests they must exchange 
a kiss for good luck. As 
Paul Harvey once said, 
Now You know the rest of 
the story. 

The plant 

“Phoradendron” is the 
most common mistletoe 
growing in Kentucky 
and it resembles another 
plant species that grows 
only in Europe, possibly 
where our plant came 
from. Mistletoe grows in 
a group of leafy stems, 
often appearing as a 
sphere, high up in the 
tree. Mistletoe berries 
are white to yellow, and 
birds eat them, then pos¬ 
sibly spread the seeds 
from tree to tree. The ber¬ 
ries are toxic to humans 
and mammals, but don’t 
seem to bother birds. 
Birds typically will rest 
and roost in open-grown 
trees, so mistletoe is rare¬ 
ly found in dense forests, 
but more in open fields. 
Mistletoe will rarely kill 
a tree, although it can 
put additional stress on 
a tree that may be suf¬ 
fering from other stresses 
such as drought, fire or 
disease. 

Mistletoe goes unat¬ 
tended or basically un¬ 
wanted most of the year, 
but here through the 
holidays, everyone wants 
to find and be caught 
under it. This story just 
goes to show us that even 
parasites can be a good 
thing, especially here at 
Christmas time!

With winter now here Kentucky River Foothills is still offering heating assistance 


Kentucky River Foothills Development Council 
(KRFDC) will begin the “Subsidy” portion of the Low- 
Income Home Energy Assistance Program (LIHEAP) 
on Tuesday, November 12. LIHEAP provides finan¬ 
cial assistance to income-eligible households with 
home heating costs through two programs: LIHEAP 
Subsidy (typically in November and December) and 
LIHEAP Crisis (typically January until the middle of 
March or until all funds are expended). 

Applications will be taken Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. - 4 p.m. at the KRFDC Outreach Office 
located at 176 12th Street in Clay City. The office will 
be closed from noon - 1 p.m. 

Both homeowners and renters who are 
responsible for their heating bills and 
have low or fixed incomes are eligible. 
Qualifying participants will receive an energy assis¬ 
tance benefit. Energy services include electric, gas, 
kerosene, propane or wood. Eligible participants do 
not need to have an unpaid energy bill or be out of 
fuel to receive energy assistance in the subsidy por¬ 
tion of this program. The benefit amount that each 
household receives will be based on its level of pov¬ 
erty and the type of fuel used for heating. All eligible 
households will receive a benefit until LIHEAP funds 
are fully depleted. Benefits will be made payable to 
the household’s primary or secondary heating fuel 
vendor. 

LIHEAP is a statewide initiative sponsored by 
Community Action Kentucky in partnership with 
the Cabinet for Health and Family Services (CHFS). 
The U.S. Department for Health and Human Services 
appropriates funding to Kentucky through the CHFS, 
which contracts with Community Action Agencies 
across the state to receive LIHEAP applications and 
provide recipient benefits. 

A household is considered to be eligible for energy 
assistance when the household meets the basic eligi¬ 
bility criteria. This criteria includes: 

1. completion of an application; 

2. is responsible for home energy costs, directly or as 
an undesignated portion of their rent; 

3. have a combined household income, for the cal¬ 
endar month prior to the month of application, not in 
excess of 130% of the federal poverty level as listed in 
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the Income Eligibility Guidelines; 

4. live in Kentucky when the application is made 
and apply in the county of residence; and

the earthquake and we witnessed people living in 
tent cities. It makes you more appreciative of simple 
thing like having a home.. I am excited to get to go 
back and see how much it has changed.” 

Hannah Curtis has been to Haiti 17 times. Of 
course, it helps that she goes with her father, Donald 
Curtis. The elder Curtis is the president of Children’s 
Lifeline Ministries headquartered in Clay City. 

The Curtis family has been taking groups to help 
in Haiti for years. The main objective is to help the 
children and schools thy have set up there. They even 
help the villages in the area of their schools. 

“At Lifeline we have been working, as a group, 
putting together Love Bundles and we may be able 
to pass out the bundles we have made to the kids,” 
Hannah Curtis, the veteran in the group, said as she 
described what the group will be doing. “We will feed 
the kids in a canteen and we will do a legit mountain 
hike to a village that sits on top of that mountain. We 
go there to visit and help too.” 

A group of 20 other people will join Curtis, King and 
Berryman on the trip. Other PCHS seniors expected to 
go are Matt Brooks, Mark Ventura, Taylor Everman, 
Kenzie Barnett, Brett Goodwin and Steven Skidmore. 
The trip will begin June 23 and run through June 
30. 

“I’ll be there on my birthday (June 26) and that 
makes it exciting to me too,” King added. “Besides like 
mom said, all the people I would be celebrating my 
birthday with will be with me in Haiti.”

The group has known each other since elementary 
school in most cases. “It will be the last big thing we 
do together before we all go off to college,” Berryman 
said. 

“We will be working while we are there helping the 
kids. We will eat a Haitian meal which is something 
like goat, rice, Creole chicken,” Curtis said. “We will 
visit a market where people have to go to get food and 
visit a dam in one village.” 


The three girls said they have heard comments 
about people needing help right here. But Curtis had 
a unique view on the comments. 

“We know people here need help too. But there 
they will do anything for work, sometimes making 
less than a dollar a day,” Curtis said with a serious 
look and demeanor. “People need help here, but in 
Haiti there is an abundance of need. So we try to help 
them.” 

Curtis noted that even the kids in Haiti do what 
they can with what they have. “For toys, they will use 
what they have to play with. They make up their own 
toys,” she added. 

The group will be serving a lunch made up of BBQ 
sandwiches, chips, a dessert and a drink for $5. You 
can even have the lunches delivered. 

The lunches are just one of several fundraisers the 
group will be holding. The cost for each person to go 
is about $1,300. That covers their airline ticket, room, 
food and transportation. 

“All of the fundraiser monies go into the pot and 
that will go to help all of us pay that money,” Curtis 
explained. “Individually we have what we call ‘10 for 
10,’ which means we try to find 10 people to donate 
at least $10. Many people donate more than that for 
this cause.”

him not to go in there 
and leave.” 

Barnett advised the 
store employees, includ¬ 
ing Kayla Rivera, 23, and 
Tammy Curtis, 55, to call 
the police and get the 
men’s license plate num¬ 
ber. Barnet then walked 
with the men telling them 
to leave the store and the 
property. Some witnesses 
said that the men were 
disruptive and threaten¬ 
ing. 

“The brothers began 
walking up Highway 11, 
but was still on the prop¬ 
erty and I told them to 
just leave and I would get 
their license plate num¬ 
ber,” Barnett recalled. 
“The driver went to the 
car and the girls were 
over there.” 

Reportedly, according 
to the surveillance video, 
Fugate got into a 1998 
black Volvo S70 as his 
passengers returned to 
the car. Curtis was stand¬ 
ing near the driver’s side 
door, which was open. 
Barnett followed the 
brothers to the passenger 
side door which was also 
open. Rivera was stand¬ 
ing at the front of the car 
near the passenger side. 

After a few words were 
exchanged, Fugate start¬ 
ed the car as off-duty 
Powell County Deputy 
Larry Hall approached 
the scene. Hall had 
been at Kathy’s Country 
Kitchen eating when one 
of the restaurant employ¬ 
ees, Travis Hall, advised 
him there was a problem 
at the store. 

As Hall and former 
Stanton Police Chief and 
Powell County Jailer 
Bill Thorpe, who was 
also nearby, approached 
and began to advise the 


men to get out of the car, 
Fugate begin to back up 
quickly. The passenger 
door struck Barnett on 
the legs, but Hall grabbed 
him and pulled him out of 
the way. Barnett did lose 
his balance after being 
hit by the door and ended 
up with a laceration to 
his hand. 

“Larry saved my life,” 
Barnett said. 

The driver’s side door 
caught Curtis and as 
Fugate tried to back 
up onto Highway 11, it 
knocked Curtis down and 
dragged her several feet. 
She ended up on the pas¬ 
senger side of the vehi¬ 
cle. 

Hall drew his weapon, 
but a crowd had gathered 
and tape indicated that 
any option for firing a 
shot was taken away due 
to bystanders and the 
intersection. Meanwhile, 
Rivera moved to the front 
of the car, which was now 
pointed toward the inter¬ 
section waving her hands 
apparently trying to get 
Fugate to stop. 

Jeff Barnett, Barnett’s 
grandson and the man 
who maintains the sur¬ 
veillance system, said the 
scene was graphic. 

“He (Fugate) had no 
concern for human life. 


He drove right at Kayla 
and hit her,” he said. “He 
hit her near the front of 
the passenger side and 
it flipped her over the 
hood. He had no regard 
for human life at all. 
At least that’s what the 
state police said when 
they watched it.” 

The car fled the scene as 
Hall was calling Powell’s 
dispatch center. A state 
trooper, Jason Brown, 
just happened upon the 
scene and pulled in to 
help. So did off-duty 
Stanton Police Officer 
Derek Townsend, who 
had come to the store to 
get a pizza. 

Powell EMS and Clay 
City Fire Department per¬ 
sonnel arrived to assist 
with the injured. Both 


women ended up being 
flown to the UK Medical 
Center. Reportedly they 
were released later that 
evening, however the 
Times has not been made 
aware of the status of 
their injuries. 

Barnett was treated at 
the scene. 

Minutes after the 
state police at the scene 


were able to broadcast 
the license plate number 
they were notified that 
Mount Sterling Police 
had the car pulled over 
in front of Tenth Frame 
Cinema for suspicion of 
DUI. Allegedly the men 
decided to resist being 
arrested, but were taken 
into custody. Curtis had 
written the number down 
on a piece of paper and 
was holding it when 
ambulance crews worked 
on her. 

The arrest report indi¬ 
cated that beer was found 
in the car. Officers also 
found a needle/syringe 
under the driver’s seat 
cover and another in the 
console. 

State police charged 
Fugate with three counts 
of first degree assault, 
three counts of wanton 
endangerment and leav¬ 
ing the scene of an acci¬ 


dent. He faces DUI and 
possession of an open 
alcoholic beverage con¬ 
tainer in a motor vehicle 
charges in Montgomery 
County. In Powell County 
Fugate has been charged 
with disorderly conduct 
first degree. 

Anthony Romans 
was charged with alco¬ 
hol intoxication in 
Montgomery County; in 
Powell he will face disor¬ 
derly conduct first degree 
and terroristic threaten¬ 
ing charges. His brother, 
Zachary Romans, will 
face the same Powell 
County charges. But in 
Montgomery County he 
is facing alcohol intoxica¬ 
tion, disorderly conduct 
and third degree terroris¬ 
tic threatening charges. 

The accident remains 
under investigation by 
Trooper Brown.
